1. The reissue oath or declaration filed with this application 
is defective because it fails to particularly specify the errors 
relied upon, as required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.175(a) (5). 
Applicant has failed to indicate what specific error is, given 
that the claims submitted in this reissue are a broader recita- 
tion of the same claimed invention of the parent case which 
applicant appears to state that these broader claims for the same 
invention was restricted by the German Patent Office. Applicant, 
as noted in the last Office action, is still required to explain 
what requirement of the German Patent Office unity of invention 
policy required him to not include these reissue claims in the 
parent application. 


2. Claims 1-14 and 16 are rejected as being based upon a defec- 
tive reissue Declaration under 35 U.S. C. § 251. See 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.175.
